Medical Scien ce in Lin coln ’s Time 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
IN READING over the chroni­ 
cle* of Lincoln’s experiences with 
doctors, I am struck first with the 
enormous improvement in the lit-

tie things of medical practice since 
his day . 
For instance, y our fever ther­ 
mometer. In these day s of doctor 
shortage it is, or should be, a reg­ 
ular part of y our household. But 
in Civil War day s there were no 
small clinical thermometers such 
as we use now. Clifford AUbutt 
invented the modern one in 1865. 
Dr. W. W. Keen, of Philadel- 
t phia, introduced temperature tak­ 
ing into the army hospitals in 
1863, and he left an amusing rem- 
) iniscence of carry ing the old-fash­ 
ioned thermometer, almost as big 
as a pistol—so big he had to tuck 
it under his arm and support it in 
the patient’s mouth. Think of how 
y ou would have felt during the last 
' influenza epidemic without a ther­ 
mometer in the house. 
Birth of Lincoln 
On that memorable Sunday of 
February 12, 1809, on the Sinking 
Spring Farm four miles from 
Hodgenville and 14 miles from 
Elizabethtown there was no medi­ 
cal aid. Thomas Lincoln had con­ 
sidered sending for Dr. Daniel B. 
Potter, of Elizabethtown, but he 
was under financial obligations to 
him and hesitated about running 
up the debt. Mrs. LaRue, the No­ 
lan Creek midwife, was busy on 
another case, so sent her assistant, 
Mrs. Peggy Walters, who, with 
the help of a few female relatives 
assisted Nancy Hanks in bringing 
Abraham Lincoln into the world. 
The only equipment mentioned in 
the records is a “bason” which 
Thomas Lincoln had provided in 
expectation of the event. 
It is a scene and setting which 
was perfectly regular and fami­ 


liar at the time. Then doctors wera 
still regarded with some distaste 
as attendants at childbirth. It was 
faintly indelicate to employ one. 
But contrast that performance 
with the pre-natal care, the edu­ 
cation of the expectant mother, 
and even of the expectant father, 
the entrance to the hospital on the 
slightest warning, the elaborate 
paraphernalia, the aseptic precau­ 
tions with which the modern fu­ 
ture president is ushered into the 
world. 
Selected Own Spectacles 
An item of some interest is Lin­ 
coln’s spectacles. The new science 
of the ey e and its diseases was 
very new in 1850. Two y oung men 
—a Dutchman, Donders, and a 
German, von Graefe, founded it 
and they met for the first time in 
London in 1851. In 1857 Lincoln 
purchased his first pair of spec­ 
tacles at a jewelry store in Bloom­ 
ington, Illinois, for 3716 cents. It 
was more or less accidental. He 
was with Henry C. Whitney who 
went in the store shopping and 
Lincoln picked out the spectacles 
remarking 
he 
“kinder 
needed 
them.” 
A pair of his spectacles used 
during his fifties are 6.75 dropters 
in strength. For the average per­ 
son of that age 2.5 dropters are 
sufficient. Yet there is no indica­ 
tion that he was far-sighted as his 
very strong lenses would indicate. 
He probably did what most people 
do when they select their own 
glasses in a store—greatly over- 
corrected his visual requirements. 
During his last y ears he seems 
to have needed little if any medi­ 
cal attention for himself. 
His 
health was rugged, but the events 
of the war left its traces on hia 
strong phy sique. His old friends, 
like Noah Brooks, were shocked at 
the change in his weary and hag­ 
gard appearance. After the fall of 
Richmond all his bouy ancy re­ 
turned, he said to Seward—“Now 
for a day of Thanksgiving.” He 
had six day s left in which to en­ 
joy his happiness.

Understand Your Federal Income Tax 


D E D U C T I O N S F O R B A D D E B T S 
( P A R T 
1) 
If a debt has become worthless 
during the y ear, the amount may , 
with certain exceptions, be tak­ 
en as a deduction from income in 
computing Federal 
normal tax 
and surtax. 
Bad debts arising from 
sales 
and services are shown in Sched­ 
ule C (2) on page 
2 of the 
re­ 
turn. Form 1040, to arrive at net 
profit (or loss) from business or 
profession. Nonbusiness bad debts 
and losses from worthless bonds 
and 
similar 
obligations 
which 
are in registered fqrm or accom­ 
panied by interest coupons, should 
be included in Schedule B and in 
item 6 on page 1 of 
the 
Form 
1040 as losses on capital 
assets, 
the nonbusiness debts being treat­ 
ed as capital assets held for not 
more than six months. On 
short 
Form 1040A. no 
deduction 
for 
bad debts should be entered, be­ 
cause the tax table on this form 
already allows the benefit of an 
average amount for such deduc­ 
tions. 
In all cases of a deduction for 
bad debt, the explanation 
must 
show (a) of what the debt con­ 
sisted, (b) name and family re­ 
lationship, if any of the debtor, 
(c) W’hen the debt was 
created, 
(d) when it became due, (e) what 
efforts have been made to col­ 
lect the 
debt, and (f) 
how it 
was determined to be worthless. 
A precise 
statement is required 
because of the 
many different 
transactions out of which the re­ 
lationship of debtor and creditor 


numerous definitions of the word 
“debt.” 
In order to be an 
allowable 
deduction, 
a debt must, 
become 
worthless within the y ear 
for 
which the return is made. The de- 
termination of 
worthlessness 
is 
an important provision in estab­ 
lishing the 
allowability of 
the 
deduction. 
The 
taxpay er 
must j 
take reasonable steps to 
deter- { 
mine that there is no probability i 
of pay ment or 
collection, 
and 
must have prima facie evidence 
to prove that the debt 
has 
no j 
value. If, in the exercise of sound 
j 
business judgment, a 
taxpay er 
j 
concludes, after 
making 
every 
reasonable 
effort to 
determine 
whether there is likelihood of re­ 
covery , that the 
debt is of 
no 
value, a deduction of such debt 
may be allowable. Court action, 
such as a legal judgment or ad­ 
judication in bankruptcy , is 
not 
necessary as proof that the debt 
is worthless. 
Since the deduction must 
be 
taken for the taxable 
y ear 
in 
which the debt becomes 
worth­ 
less, the fact that a debt is still 
held open 
on the 
books of the 
taxpay er does not mean 
that it 
has value. The law does not per­ 
mit a taxpay er to defer claiming 
a deductible allowance on 
that 
account, 
bey ond 
the 
y ear 
in 
which it becomes worthless. 
A further requirement regard­ 
ing deductibility for bad debts is 
that a debt must have existed in 
fact and in law. If a debtor was 
not legally liable to the taxpay er, 


worthless. Advances 
to 
relatives 
to tide them over financial straits, 
made out of moral 
considerations 
and without 
understandings 
re­ 
garda g 
repay ment, are 
fre­ 
quently held to be in the nature 
of a gift rather than a loan, and 
consequently no deduction would 
be allowable 
for 
nonpay ment. 
However, when 
a loan is 
made 
to a relative in 
a bona fide busi­ 
ness transaction, a deduction may 
be allowed because 
of uncollec­ 
tibility . 
In computing 
victory tax, only 
those bad 
debts 
are 
allowable 
which have been incurred in the 
course of 
a trade or business. They 
should be 
shown in Schedule 
C 
(2) in arriving at the net 
profit 
(or loss) from business or profes­ 
sion.
